counter-attack

During a recent Royal Air Force 


raid on Berlin tha pilot of one of 
the British heavy bombers found him- 
self in a warm corner, He had just 
located his target, a power station, 
when his aircraft was picked up by 
one of the German "cones of light."

more search-lights whoso beams, slant- 
ing toward one another, all meet at 
a certain point.
